These eloquent words ahould be foroed upon
the attention of all the people.

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“If this be go, two thirds of the loans wers
who gave either gold or gold
values for thelr securliles.

Now, if these hypothezes ba trne, which wa
gee no reason to doubt, then the snom men-
tioned was taken in the equivalent of gold. A
moment's thought will show this. The mort-
gages held at the beginning of the war were
pbought with gold. They were paid off under
the Legal-tender aot in greenbacks, and the
greenbacks invested in the bonds. The sams
is true of the banks in 1861-2, while ths
goldiers, ship-owners, and contraotors, at the
commencement of the war, before tha currency
was depreciated, took it at par and bought
bonds. Thus it will be seen that, both in reason
and honor, we should pay these holders of bonds
with the equivalent of what they loansd the
(fovernment—with gold. If all the argnments

tive employmenis, s0 that they can earn thelr
own living, and place themselves in positions of
independence towards the world at large,
i1 one of the great soclal problems of
the day. The diffiulty under which
women labor in obtalulng good wages for thelr
work, or In obtaining work at all that will en
able them to earn a subslstence, 18 at Lthe boltom
of the so-called women's rights movement
and it is of far more real Importance than the
suffrage question and other polntsof discussion
which that movement has glven rise to. No
one who will give the subject & momentl's
reflectlon ean fall to understand how much the
cuuse of virtue and moralily would be bene
fited if women were more generally eduecated
o earn thelr own llving, provided with
employment sulted to thelr tasles aud abilitles
snd supported by the volce of soclely in the
jdea that it Is just as bonorable for & women to
assist herself by the work of her hands as il i+
for a man le earn hisliviog by labor, whether
menial or physloal.

The school of Design for Womon ia a step to-
wards accomplishing this great end. The re
fined and elegant tasies of women muake the
fleld of art one In which they can enter with
more e¢ffeot than 1o many others, and if women
artists, as a rule, fall below thelr mascullne
competitors, 1t 18 to be attributed, we think:
toa want of systematle preparatory tralnlng
rather than to any defiolenoy in abllity. [t lsa
oo common mistake wilh many Intelligan:
persons that & strong natural talent is neces
sary for any success in the way ol delineative
art. It is doubtless true that such talent Is re*
quired lo make a competent practitioneér in the
higher grades of art, but there 8 a latent
artlstio taste in the mind of mos
every omne, which only requirea to b3
educaled and developed to produce results in
the highest degree satlsfactory. In fact, the
mechanical part of art—Iif we may be allowed
the expression—ean be learned by almost any
one. Thousands of young Iadles are taught
musle and become falr performers without
deve'oping any very remarkable genius for the
selenca of harmony; and there is no good ren-
Fon why they canuol obtaln &n equal amonnt
of proficlency wiih the pencil and burin. Art,
Lo, has an ndvaniage over many of Lthe employ.
ments whioh women now engage in, from th+
fact that tue remunermtion for art-work, in the
great mejority of cases, Is determined by the
merits and not by thesex of the artist, and
women oin oblaln A% good wages as men if
they are equally as capable, These are our
fdeas on the subject of art educallon, and we
belleve that they are esseniially those of the
munagers of the Phlladelphia Behool of Deslgn
for Women, Experiencs, observation, and ao
quelptapce wilth more than one graduate of
that instituiion bave confirmed us In the im-
pression thut women of ordinary intelllgence
apd ludustry, wko masy be deficient in genlus
Lut who are endowed wilh a apirit of persevea-
1anee and g determinalion Lo necomplish some
‘bing, can and do succeed ns designers, on-
gravers, photograph colorists, and in similat
